Mr, Hooke said ST, Albert is 
a ‘dormitory town at present, 
tor more people live than work 


here’, At the same time the 
minister sees a ‘‘good poss- 
ibility’’ of St, Albert becoming a 
‘*satellite town’’ as it has al- 
ready met most of the qualificat- 
ions of such a Town, The one 
very important qualification that 
it does not meet is the time dis- 
tance factor, For the 
taining concept to be completely 
fulfilled, the acceptable yard 
stick that has been used else- 
where in the design of new towns 
as satellites on this point, is from 
15 to 30 miles away from the 
parent city, or 20 to 30 minutes 
travelling time, On this score 
alone lies the possibility of St, 
Albert not being able to achieve 
independence from Edmonton as 
a true satellite, The existing re- 
lative ease of communication 
with Edmonton and with regurd 
to places of employment in the 
City, could lead to a strong in- 
fluence towards the Town be- 
coming even a suburb in the acc- 
epted meaning of the term, Mr, 
Hooke said ‘‘the main distinction 
between a Satellite Town and a 
Dormitory Town as I see ft, then,

ARE WE SERIOUSLY NEGLECTING OUR PRE-SCHOOLERS? 

A good many parents will agree wholeheartedly with the 
Resolution approved by the Alberta School Trustees Association 
at their convention last week, calling for government aid to Kinder- 
gartens, 

As educators continue with research it becomes increasingly 
more evident that pre-school children have agreater capacity for 
absorbing instruction than was previously credited them, An ex- 
ample close at hand is the astonishing work of Japenese teachers 
teaching music to small children in Edmonton with methods they 
have developed, 

Confronted with the fact that to-day’s students are faced with an 
accumulated body of knowledge infinitely greater than was avail- 
able to the last two generations, the need for early training be- 
comes more emphatic, 

We have also to consider {n Alberta that our starting age for 
jrade one students is six years, a year later than many of their 
European counterparts begin school, 

Of the utmost importance in considering government financial 
aid to kindergartens is the fact that the children most in need of 
kindergarten training are most often from the homes least able to 
afford it, In the higher-income homes the parents have usually 
themselves more education than those in low income brackets, 
Their homes have more books, records, pictures and they are able 
to provide many more experiences for pre-school children such 
as trips, music, dancing and painting instruction, children’s mag- 
azines, childrens theatre and so on, Children with such a back~ 
ground will go into Grade one much better prepared than children 
without it, Yet these will be the children whose parents were also 
able to afford private kindergarten for them, 

Teaching kindergarten age children is ahighly specialized form 
of teaching and if Alberta were to arrange that Kindergarten was 
made available to all five-year-olds, they would undoubtedly be 
faced with a serious shortage of qualified teachers, despite the 
fact that this is a comparitively rich Province, and that figures 
projecting estimated student population in our schools have been 
available, we have continually been plagued by ateacher shortage 
in our regular school system since the end of the war, Never-the- 
less Kindergartens will only be as good as the people who teach 
in them regardless of buildings equipment and facilities provided, 

There is also the problem of adding tothe existing heavy school 
taxes which we are warned are going to steadily increase, The 
Foundation Program under which the Trustees Association |s ask- 


ing for Gnanctal ald to kindergartens, is set up so that communities 
wishing to improve on the basic standard of education under the 
Foundat ire able to do so, It would be helpful if a community 
wanting to provide Kindergarten training for its youngsters could 
irrange for free or minimum cost accomodation, Parents could 
ussist by undertaking to provide their children with materials,

A citizen telephoned Town Hall 
last week and suggested that we 
were not issuing the Tax Rebates 
promptly because we had taken 
the money from the Provincial 
Government, deposited it in our 
Bank and were using the interest 
earned as General Revenue, A 
novel idea indeed, but not entirely 
original as your Council and Staff 
are quite adept at attempting to 
locate sources of revenue, This 
however is not one which we 
incoporated, On the contrary a 
cheque was received for slightly 
over $50,000 last Wednesday 
from the Provincial Government 
covering over 1000 rebates, The 
cheques were prepared, signed 
and mailed on Thursday, Very, 
very, little interest earned at 
that rate, Incidentally, the Town 
does receive 5-¢ per rebate 
that we process, The General 
Revenue Account will receive 
close to $1000 for processing 
the rebate applications, 

Since the reinstatement of the

Downtown streets and certain residential streets re- 
quire snow removal as well as ploughing because 
there are no boulevards upon which to pile snow 
(Snow cannot be piled on the sidewalk and if it is 
left on the roadside, the traffic lanes are dangerously 
narrowed, ) 


C, Residential Streets, Crescents and service roads 
(non-traffic arteries) are ploughed, 


The Town follows the practice of opening up the fronts 
of private driveways which have had snow piled in by the 
snow plough, This {s not immediately possible for residences 
on main arteries, because all of the Town machines are 
engaged in ploughing operations, as per A, above, However, 
as soon after ploughing as is possible, these driveways are 
opened, With regards to other residential areas, as covered 
by C, above, it is usually possible to have two machines 
working together and these driveways are opened immediately 
or very shortly after ploughing, 


On occasion, should heavy snowfalls occur before all res- 
idential streets are ploughed of earlier snows, it is required 
that all machines re-start on A, above (i,e, clearing main 
arteries and school roads), 


With regards tosanding, allstreets in Town are checked daily 
by the Engineer's Dept, and sanded as required, This again 
follows a certain schedule in that main thoroughfares, inter- 
sections and hills receive the earliest attention, 


A close watch is kept on all of the Town streets throughout 
the winter in order that residents may be assured of safe 
and ready access to their homes, Further to this, all comp- 
laints, requests and suggestions are investigated promptly, 
Immediate action is then forthcoming for unsafe conditions 
and for other conditions work is carried out as soon as 
possible thereafter, according to the urgency of the situation 
and the work schedule as noted above, 


Suggestions have been made that signs be put up before 
snow ploughing begins, so that people might havetime to move 
their cars from the streets, This is not generally practical, 
particularly on main thoroughfares, as ploughing is required 
during and immediately after heavy snowfalls, To give advance 
notice which would be effective, would mean delaying snow 
ploughing for at least twelve hours, with the result that traffic 
would be slowed and at times tied up completely, Where 
snow is removed by trucking away, it is possible to give 
advance notice by putting up signs and this practice has been 
in effect for a number of years (particularly in the downtown 
area), 


Winter traffic accidents and incidents can be held toa 
minimum through adequate street maintenance, plus careful 
driving practices, The St, Albert R,C,M,P, Detachment re- 
ports very few traffic accidents this winter and this is in- 
dicative that streets are generally maintained in safe con- 
dition and that St, Albert drivers are careful and considerate 
in their driving habits,
